Lesson l 


The End-Times 

Today you will begin an excellent 14-lesson study on the end-times. This is a 
topic that very many people attempt to get into, but are struck with awe and 
confusion. There are many different interpretations of the end-times, and very 
many people believe that they have it all figured out. They think they know 
exactly when the world will end and when everything is going to happen. 
However, no one will know. But about that day or hour no one knows, not even 
the angels in heaven, nor the Son, but only the Father (Matthew 24:36). No one 
knows when it will happen, but people can know what will happen. God has 
provided several detailed descriptions of the end-times in the Bible. He has 
given you everything you need to understand the end-times, specifically Daniel 
7 and the entire book of Revelation. In this study, you are going to examine the 
end-time prophecies in the book of Daniel. You will learn about his vision and 
all about what it means and how it relates to today’s world. Hopefully, by the 
end of the study, you will recognize that you are living in the end-times. 



Lesson 2 


Daniel's Dream 

In Daniel 7, Daniel has a dream about some strange things. He dreams about 
the winds, the sea, and beasts (Daniel 7:1-3). He saw four winds churning up the 
sea and four great beasts coming up out of the sea. In these verses alone, 
there is some great prophecy, provided the meaning and symbolism of these 
things is understood. Remember, God likes parables, representations, and 
symbolism. The winds represent strife, war, and conflict (Jeremiah 49:36-37). 
The sea can represent multitudes of people or nations (Revelation 17:15). The 
beasts represent kingdoms (Daniel 7:17, 23). Daniel continues describing his 
dream and tells readers that he saw four beasts, a lion with the wings of an 
eagle, a bear with three ribs in its mouth, a leopard with four wings and four 
heads, and a terrifying beast with iron teeth and ten horns. On this beast, 
another horn sprouted and uprooted the first three horns. This final horn had 
eyes and a mouth. Each of these beasts represents a kingdom or country. 
There will be war and conflict between them, which will cause the multitudes 
of people, and nations, to be divided. What countries do they represent? Find 
out next time! 



Lesson 3 

Beasts Represent Modem Nations 

Many scholars have argued that the beasts mentioned in Daniel’s dream are 
beasts that represent nations that have already come and gone. They make an 
argument that relates to King Nebuchadnezzar’s dream from Daniel 2, which 
had metal instead of beasts. They claim that the two dreams are simply two 
different analogies of the same events. However, this cannot be the case, and 
their entire argument can be thrown out with two simple verses. The four great 
beasts are four kings that will rise from the earth (Daniel 7:17). These beasts 
cannot represent any nation that existed during the time that Daniel had this 
dream. The reason is because he said that they are kings that will rise. 
Therefore, the beasts must represent nations that came into existence after 
Daniel’s dream. Verse 2: The other beasts had been stripped of their authority, 
but were allowed to live for a period of time (Daniel 7:12). These kingdoms must 
still exist after the Antichrist is destroyed. That means they must exist when 
Christ returns to earth. Therefore, they must be modern nations. These verses 
specifically say that the beasts represent future nations that exist when the 
Antichrist is destroyed. Thus, they cannot represent any nation that no longer 
exists. 



Lesson 4 

Erroneous Representation of Beasts 

The four beasts could represent several different nations. Popular belief is that 
they represent nations that existed in the past. The lion with eagle’s wings is 
said to represent Babylon, as Old Testament prophets called Babylon a lion. In 
addition, Babylon’s coins depicted a lion with eagle’s wings. The bear is said to 
represent Media/Persia because they overthrew Babylon and conquered Lydia 
and Egypt. Those countries are said to be the three ribs in the mouth of the 
bear. The leopard is said to represent Alexander the Great, who ruled Greece. 
The four heads of the leopard represent Alexander’s four generals who divided 
up his empire when he died. The last beast is said to represent all the nations. 
The ten horns were the ten divisions of Rome, which were divided, not 
conquered. Even though this is a great analogy and representation, it is not the 
correct analogy. Revelations 12-14 clearly explain a single vision that starts with 
the birth of Christ and ends with His second coming. The beasts in this vision 
are described in Revelations 13, after the birth of Christ, who was born after 
Babylon. Therefore, the beasts must all represent nations that exist after 
Babylon and the birth of Christ. 



Lesson 5 

A Lion into a Man 

The first beast that Daniel saw was a lion that had the wings of an eagle and 
was later transformed into a man. The lion must represent a nation that began 
after the birth of Christ and that still exists when Christ returns to the earth to 
destroy the Antichrist. The lion cannot represent Babylon because Babylon was 
in existence before Christ and no longer exists today. Therefore, the lion must 
represent a modern-day nation. The nation of Great Britain, whose symbol is 
the lion. Great Britain officially came into being in 1707, long after the birth of 
Christ. They were once a major world power with a dominating and superior 
navy and had over one-fifth of the world’s population. At their height, they 
were the largest empire in the world and held their power for over a hundred 
years. They became proud, and in their efforts to conquer the entire world, 
they were transformed. Their nation was divided in two, and they went from 
being a roaring lion to a humble man (Daniel 7:4). Their wings were torn off and 
became a nation of their own. Which nation? Find out next time! 



Lesson 6 

Wing's of an Eagle 

The first was like a lion, and it had the wings of an eagle. I watched until its 
wings were torn off and it was lifted from the ground so that it stood on two 
feet like a human being, and the mind of a human was given to it (Daniel 7:4). 
The lion represents Great Britain who was a major world power for over one 
hundred years. They became proud, and their nation was divided. Several 
people left to explore the new world and form a new nation. Eventually, the 
colonists became tired of Britain’s rule, and they revolted. The lion of Great 
Britain lost its wings and was humbled like a man. The wings became a new 
nation formed under God. It was called America and was declared independent 
in 1776. The United States of America became a great and powerful nation and 
adopted the symbol of an eagle. The United States has been the world’s 
superpower for over one hundred years. Exactly like Britain. It is possible that 
its reign is coming to an end. America is becoming proud, and although it is in a 
downslide, it is the eagle’s wings. Therefore, the United States will definitely be 
in existence when Christ returns. 



Lesson 7 

The Bear with Three Ribs 

And there before me was a second beast, which looked like a bear. It was raised 
up on one of its sides, and it had three ribs in its mouth between its teeth. It was 
told, “Get up and eat your fill of flesh” (Daniel 7:5). The bear is depicted as a 
vicious, ruthless, and cold nation that will eat its fill of flesh. The bear is the 
symbol of the modern-day nation of Russia, which is known for its ruthlessness. 
The modern-day Russia was born in 1991 when the Berlin Wall came down. 
However, this was really a rebirth of the USSR, which began after the October 
revolution in 1917. Russia is well known for its ability to devour flesh, as its 
leaders like Lenin and Stalin both killed millions of people. The verse says that 
the bear is raised up on one side with three ribs in its mouth. These three ribs 
no doubt represent nations. It is likely they are nations that Russia will attempt 
to conquer to gain back the former Soviet republics that it once held, such as 
Ukraine and two unknown others. Therefore, it is likely that Russia is on the 
move to reclaim their once held republic. 



Lesson 8 

Leopard, Four Wing's, Four Heads 

The leopard must be a powerful kingdom that has four distinct kingdoms 
within its main kingdom. In addition, that nation must be aligned with a nation 
that has the wings of a bird. Upon examination, the only modern-day nation to 
fit this profile is Germany. Germany developed the leopard tank and used it to 
nearly win WWII. Overtime, Germany had four distinct rules or Reichs. The four 
heads represent each of the four Reichs. The First Reich was the Holy Roman 
Empire ruled by Charlemagne (800-1806). The Second Reich was the German 
Empire under Otto Van Bismark (1870-1919). The Third Reich was Adolf Hitler’s 
rule (1933-1945). The Fourth Reich seems to be the European Union (1958- 
present). Four heads. Now, Germany’s official symbol isn’t the leopard. It is the 
eagle. However, the eagle clearly represents America, so how does the eagle fit 
into Germany’s prophecy? Remember there are four wings on the leopard. Two 
of the wings can be those of the eagle. What about the other two? Germany is 
closely allied with France. The current Reich is entirely controlled by Germany 
and France, and the symbol of France is the rooster. One leopard, four heads, 
four wings is Germany. 



Lesson 9 

Leopard Head Wounded 

Germany is really several nations combined into one. The four heads of the 
leopard represent the four Reichs. The four bird wings represent Germany’s 
modern-day symbol of an eagle and France’s modern-day symbol of a rooster. 
The Germans have a strong alliance with the French, who are key players in the 
European Union. It is likely that this alliance will last until the return of Christ. 
The European Union will be the last Reich. All the Reichs were an attempt to 
unite Germany under one rule and religion, an attempt to recreate the Holy 
Roman Empire. Germany must be the leopard. In Revelation, there is further 
confirmation of this. One of the heads of the beast seemed to have had a fatal 
wound, but the fatal wound had been healed. The whole world was filled with 
wonder and followed the beast (Revelation 13:3). Germany was mortally 
wounded, as a nation, and was thought to never recover after WWII. However, 
when the Berlin Wall fell (and incidentally created modern-day Russia), East 
and West Germany were united once again into one nation. They recovered 
from a near fatal wound, and the world was filled with wonder, and a New 
World Order was born. 



Lesson 10 


New World Order 

The New World Order united East and West Germany in 1989. In addition, it 
created the country of modern-day Russia. This order is growing, and once fully 
grown, it will unite Europe and Russia under one nation of Socialism. This is 
likely the fourth beast mentioned in Daniel’s dream. It is a dragon, a fierce and 
ferocious beast that came into being through the alliance of other nations, the 
United Nations. The fourth beast is a fourth kingdom that will appear on earth. 
It will be different from all the other kingdoms and will devour the whole earth, 
trampling it down and crushing it (Daniel 7:23). Currently, radical Islamic 
terrorists are constantly attacking Europe. It won’t be long before they turn to 
Russia for help. Europe will be forced to choose between the lesser of two 
evils, and that choice will likely be Russia. Russia will help them push back the 
radical Islamic terrorist groups, and Europe and Russia will have a Socialist 
nation. This reign of Socialism will likely carry on for almost four years. The 
beast was given a mouth to utter proud words and blasphemies and to exercise 
its authority for forty-two months (Revelation 13:3). 



Lesson 11 


The Fourth Beast 

Daniel describes a terrible beast with large iron teeth and ten horns. He later 
sees another horn rise up out of the beast and take the place of the first three 
horns. The new horn has eyes and a mouth and speaks proud blasphemous 
words (Daniel 7:7-8). In Revelation, the beast is described as coming out of the 
sea with ten horns and seven heads with ten crowns on its horns with each 
head having a blasphemous name (Revelation 13:1). Both of these visions are 
representations of the final world order. They are the beginning of the end. 
The final beast represents a nation that will form and be like no other. The 
United Nations. It will be an alliance between three powerful nations that will 
become one and have nations beneath them. One horn rises up and takes the 
place of three horns (Daniel) and ten horns with ten crowns (Revelation). The 
Revelation beast has seven heads, and if you combine the heads of the beasts 
Daniel described, then you will get seven heads (one lion, one bear, four 
leopards, one beast). In other words, Great Britain, the European Union, and 
Russia will unite and become one terrible nation for a short time. 



Lesson 12 


East Against West 

The beasts with heads unite to become the fourth beast, but what about the 
eagle’s wings that created America? America will be the odd man out. It will be 
a place of refuge for the followers of God. America is the new Israel, and it 
began because a ship full of people left the corrupt world to worship God. 
Exactly like Noah and his family. The three beasts will collaborate to form the 
United Nations, through which ten world leaders will carry out war against 
radical Islam, which will kill one-third of humanity (Revelation 9:18). Afterward, 
they will turn their hatred toward America, shelterer of God’s people. The 
terrible beast will unleash its wrath and kill God’s people by the millions 
(Revelation 13:7). Eventually, the rest of the world will follow the beast and see 
that no one can wage war against it (Revelation 13:4). That is until Jesus Christ 
returns to the earth to destroy the beast forever. You are living in the end- 
times. Great Britain, America, Russia, Germany, and France are all powerful 
nations. It is only a matter of time before Russia makes a move and Europe is 
forced to ally with them to defeat Islamic terrorists. That will mark the 
beginning of the end. 



Lesson 13 

The Beginning of the End 

When the countries represented by the animals in Daniel’s dream begin to ally, 
that will be a great warning sign that things are beginning to go downhill. Of 
course, for a while, it may be really good. Russia and Europe may wipe out ISIS, 
Al Qaeda, and other militant Islamic terrorist groups; and there may be some 
peace in the world. However, that will only be the eye of the storm. That peace 
will be short-lived. The Russian people are a fighting people. Look throughout 
history. Have they ever been allied with anyone and not taken them over, or 
tried to take them over? No. In the past, Russia has been a dominating world 
force that conquered and defeated anyone they pleased. That is until the 
United States stepped in. In reality, it isn’t the Russians themselves that defeat 
armies. It is the Russian winter. Napoleon was defeated by the cold, and 
Hitler’s armies were dying out in early 1941. The Russian climate is brutal, and it 
defeats Russia’s enemies. Thus, Russians are used to winning. Do you really 
think that peace will last? After a while, that new country of Russia and Europe 
will become thirsty for more blood, and they will attack the only powerful 
nation left. America. 



Lesson 14 

The End 

Russia and Europe are made up of three main countries that are represented 
by the three beasts in Daniel’s dream. Great Britain, Russia, and Germany, 
which are represented by the lion, bear, and leopard. Those countries form one 
country like no other and become the fourth beast. They have the support of 
ten horns or the ten other allied countries with them. Of course, one of them is 
France because they are the chicken, or bird, wings on the leopard. The other 
nine nations could change by the time the fourth beast is formed. Who knows 
what countries will be countries at that time. War may change it all. The 
bottom line is that virtually all of Europe and Asia will unite and destroy not 
only the Islamic terrorists. They will destroy Islam as well. Islam is an Abrahamic 
faith. It is birthed from Ishmael, the son of Abraham and Hagar. That means the 
devil will want it gone. The devil is the fourth beast. Once Islam is gone. That 
fourth beast will attack the descendants of Isaac, son of Abraham and Sara. 
They will attack the Christians and Jews. At that time, the end will truly have 
begun. If Christians are still here, they won’t be for long. 
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
